Protest against the Social Ser¬ 
vice tax was registered at the ah- 
noal convention of Alberta munici¬ 
palities. This meeting was at¬ 
tended by councillors from this_ 
district and all other parts of the 
province. J. M. Wheatley, presi¬ 
dent, said that though municipali¬ 
ties had only 42% of the popula¬ 
tion they contributed 70% of the 
social service tax. The per capita 
tax was $2.23 for those in munici¬ 
palities. $1.02 for L.I.D.’s, 41 cts. 
for town’s and 75 cts. for cities. 
Hon. C. E. Gerhart, minister of 
municipal affa ; rs, said that when 
the tax was first applied it was 
asked that it be confined to land 
only an.I not improvements. That 
i- the reason that the city contri¬ 
bution is low. When the service 
tax was applied the cities gave up 
a special tax on income. 

Mr. Gerhart also announced that 
Alberta is willing-to enter a spec¬ 
ial tax agreement with the Domin¬ 
ion government as a temporary 
measure to give time for rewriting 
the constitution. He said, however, 
that the federal policy of centrali¬ 
zation had removed from provin¬ 
ces the right to decide what social 
services they should have. Alberta 
would vacate income, corporation 
ami succession taxes in return for 
•i fixed per capita grant. The prov¬ 
ince would want the entire gas tax 
fie’d for main revenue. At present 
the province has a part of the gas 
tax and revenues from car licenses 
and liquor. 

Bigger Road Grants 
Another request of the “conven¬ 
tion was for bigger grants for 
loal building and gravelling, also 
a definite bridge program to re- 
pla - e old bridges definitely out of 
repair. It was urged that the 
province bear 50% of the costs of 
education. 

Mr. Wheatley in urging a great¬ 
er grant for roads, brought up the 
matter of van transportation re¬ 
sulting from the government’s 
and large school divisional plan. This

age, and their withdrawal in any considerable num¬ 
bers would be a real blow. This is just another mat¬ 
ter to take up with Mr. Illsley. 

Admittedly the teaching profession does not offer 
great financial lewards, and it is quite true that pre¬ 
vailing salary schedules have not kept pace with the 
higher cost-of-living, nor are they comparable with 
earnings which might oe maue .»i sk lied trades. It 
is rather ironic that society places a higher value on 
the skills required in turning out parts of an auto¬ 
mobile, or household gadgets than the skill involved 
ii. developing a child. Until the importance of the 
teaching profession is recognized in a material way, 
with higher maximums and better retirement pen¬ 
sions, the shoitage of recruits for this profession is 
likely to continue. 

However, teaching carries with it certain intang¬ 
ible rewards, which are a great compensation. In 
this respect, teachers are kin to research workers 
whose painstaking work in Laboratories is never ade 
quately repaid. Teachers are the instruments through 
whom youthful character develops and youthful tal¬ 
ents unfold. The^ occupy a key position in national 
development. It is their touch, their direction, which 
releases the abilities upon which national progress 
is made. It 1 as always been so. No matter how 
poorly they have been paid, they give their best 
in the training of the young. They do have the sat¬ 
isfaction of knowing they have prepared many a 
youth for the responsibilities of a great future. 
These inner satisfactions cannot be realized in most 
other lines "of endeavor. But enthusiasm tends to 
dull if there is too great d screpancy between work 
and earnings. No profession and no trade should be 
more highly paid than teachers.

TEACHER SHORTAGE

\ statement made at the Teachers’ convention In 
Calgary, by Eric Ansley, general secretary of 
the A.T.A. was that there' is a shortage of 2000 
teachers in Alberta .‘at the present time. There are 
COO schools closed in the province according to the 
Fep’t of Education. That means that there must be 
several thousand children in our province who are 
not getting the training and discipline which is real¬ 
ized through regular school attendance. 

Various speakers at the convention Were of the 
< pinion that the situation would be worse by next 
September. The small attendance now at training 
schools indicates a lack of general interest in teach¬ 
ing as a profession. There are a number of the old- 
ei teachers who j&dll be eligible for retirement, and 
a number who will branch out in other lines. So-the 
replacements are unlikely to be equal to the loss of 
personnel. 

Another angle which is likely to result in the loss 
of valuable members of the profession is the income 
tax regulat : ons respecting married women workers. 
The heavy tax required of a family where husband 
and wife are both wage earners is so drastic that it 
will scarcely pay a married woman to continue 
teaching.

were as high as the average quar¬ 
ter-section could carry, and coun¬ 
cils were unable to cope with the 
situation, it was said. 

The government was urged to 
continue its policy in which the 
Hours of Work Act is not applic¬ 
able to munic'pal district road¬ 
work employees. Because the seas¬ 
on for roadwork was short and la¬ 
bor was scarce it was felt some 
allowance should be made for these 
employees. Delegates said it was 
work which was important and 
couldn’t be done in an eight-hour 
day. 

Rich Land 

Arthur McClymonds of Nebras¬ 
ka, prominent U.S. soil conserva¬ 
tion st, said Canada had the richest 
land in the world, but it could 'be 
destroyed by erosion. Planting of 
coarse grasses along highways, 
and strip farming were recom¬ 
mended. 

Oppose Hutterites 

Strong opposition to Hutterites 
being allowed to buy additional 
land was shown at the convention. 
A resolution was passed unani¬ 
mously urging the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to maintain its legisla¬ 
tion piohibiting Hutterites from 
buying or renting land. The pro¬ 
vincial legislation restriction for¬ 
bidding land purchase as a war 
measure expires in the spring of 
1947. One charge was that Hutter¬ 
ites took everything from a com¬ 
munity and gave back nothing. By 
trees as a w'ndbreak, growing 
coinmunai living their standards 
were lower, and they were unable 
to buy land on communal basis. 

Amend Land Titles 

The Alberta government will be 
asked to amend the Land Titles 
Act or the Municipal Districts Act, 
of both, so that a pre-requisite 
condition to the registration of 
pians of subdivisions or a tiansfer 
of a parcel of land shall be the pro 
Auction of a certificate from 
M.D. office showing that taxes 
have been paid. 

This was done because in the 
sale or transfer of land, purchasers 
must somet'mes pay penalties on 
back taxes.

cculdn’t accept the statement that 
there was not sufficient money in 
the province. Government revenue 
from the one luxury item of liquor 
is 8 million dollars, and that is 
more than twice as much as they 
spend on education. 

Big flans — Little Money 
A. G. Andrews, secretary said: 
“School trustees are endeavoring 
to operate a system of education 
formulated by 'the provincial gov¬ 
ernment, without adequate funds 
to do this successfully.! The re¬ 
sults of such a policy are: (a) an 
acute shortage of qualified teach¬ 
ers; (b) below average teacher ma¬ 
terial; (c) poor school buildings in 
many parts pt the province, and 
(d) inadequate teaching facilities.” 

One resolution passed in the 
afternoon “urged” the provincial 
government “to bear at least 50 
percent of the cost of education in 
Alberta.” It added that a “strong 
publicity committee” should be ap¬ 
pointed “to gather information and 
arrange campaign meetings 
throughout the province to bring 
the importance of this matter to 
the attention of the provincial 
government.” 

Another called on the Dominion' 
government to bear “a large por¬ 
tion” of the cost of education. 

Another asked the provincial 
government to make special finan¬ 
cial provisions for education in 
.new settlements being opened up 
foi ex-servicemen, instead of leav¬ 
ing the full responsibility with the 
school divisions. 

Because of the critical shortage 
of teachers it is imperative that 
t.ualified married women be induc¬ 
ed to accept position, stated an¬ 
other resolution, but they_ are us¬ 
ually deterred because of the 
heavy income taxation. It was 
therefore asked that the tax on the 
income of married women re-enter- 
inp the profession should be cut to 
little or nothing. 

L ke B. C. Report 
The “Cameron Report" which 
has been adopted by the British 
Columbia government was held up 
rs a model for Alberta by several 
speakers. It commits the B.C. gov¬ 
ernment to bear 55 percent of the 
cost of education, including .50 per 
c< nt of the co.'t of new buildings.

tion is now raised by tax on land 
and property. This is a serious 
figure, particularly because of un¬ 
certain returns from agriculture. 
This year, for example, which 
promised a bumper crop, is only 
half a crop. Centralization of edu¬ 
cation is a declared policy of the 
department, and it will not be long 
till educational interests of rural 
and urban children are identical. 
The demand for instruction in sci¬ 
entific agriculture is growing ami 
should be encouraged. Rural chil¬ 
dren should receive the type of ed- 
u ation fitting them to be success¬ 
ful farmers. 

Minister of Education 

Hon. R. E. Ansley, minister of 
education, said that school grants 
paid by the government had in¬ 
creased 150% while provincial 
revenues had increased only 75%. 
Twenty per cent, of government 
expenditures were for education. 
The problem of increased <-rar- 
he said, would not be solved by 
taking monev from highway and 
health. He thought municipalities 
turned too much to senior govern¬ 
ments for financial assistance. 

The west is a railway- mononolv 
area. Mr. Symington, counsel for 
Manitoba has said: “Nature ttl.iced 
the prairies far from tidewater, 
but gave partial comneusat'on In¬ 
fertility of soil and flatness of 
country which makes for hulk pro¬ 
duction at low co c t.

FURTHER take notice that the annual revenue required to amor¬ 
tize the said Special Frontage Assessment of $1,038 per front foot, in 
thirty years at Four (4%) per cent interest shall be raised by an an- 
annual Special Assessment Tax of Six (6) cents per front foot on all 
lands abutting on or henefitting by the said Water Project. 

FURTHER take notice that unless the majority of owners of the 
lands that may be assessed therefor, representing at least one-half in 
value thereof as aforesaid^ petition the Council against the 
Local Improvement within two weeks after the last publication of this 
Notice, the Local Improvement may be undertaken and the cost there¬ 
of assessed by the system of assessment referred to herein. 

FURTHER take notice that the estimated total cost of the pro¬ 
posed Local Improvement is $22,000.00, to be repaid, in annual instal¬ 
ments, with interest at a rate not to exceed Four (4%) per cent, over 
the . lifetime of the proposed Utility, estimated at thirty years 
which sum shall be raised by the issue of debentures on the cred¬ 
it of the Town at large, but the said sum shall be assessed against the 
value of the land abutting thereon under authority of Bylaw No. 190 
and PART VIII of the Town and Village Act, and in accordance with 
the system of Special Frontage Assessment herein described. 

AND FURTHER take notice that the owner of any of the lands 
so specially assessed may at any time commute the amount or balance 
remaining unpaid in respect thereof by paying the amount of the 
original assessment charged against the land, together with interest 
and penalties chargeable in respect thereof, less any amounts prev¬ 
iously paid on account thereof, as provided for in Section 280 of the 
Town and Village Act.

(Fred Kennedy in Calgary Herald) 

The federal government is with¬ 
holding from our prairie fanners 
quite large sums of money for 
five years. One hundred and sixty 
million bushels of wheat for each 
of two years are being sold to 
Britain at $1.55, basis No. 1 Nor¬ 
thern Fort William but the gov¬ 
ernment is paying our prairie far¬ 
mers on a basis of $1.35 only. 

This means the government is 
withholding from farmers 20 cents 
a bushel for five years. One hun¬ 
dred and sixty million bushels to 
Britain, however, is not much more 
than half the wheat, that has to 
be sold to all other countries, and 
at a price far in excess of $1.55. 

The price today for this other 
so-called “free wheat’’ is $2.19 a 
bushel. This means that on about 
one half of our wheat the govern¬ 
ment is also withholding from far¬ 
mers around 84 cents a bushel, 
again for five years. This, it 
seems to me, is unnecessary. All 
this money would be far better in 
the hands of the Dominion treas¬ 
ury for five years. . 

In short, it occurs to me, and to 
many others incidentally that the 
government is withholding from 
our prairie farmers, in cash, far 
too much for too long.

this lecture tour, and addressee 
many groups of high school stu¬ 
dents and others. This gave her 
interesting contacts and exper¬ 
iences, and out of it all, she says: 
“I have emerged a much better 
Canadian with a greater know¬ 
ledge of my country. And I did 
try to be an interpreter of this 
country ' to any American audien¬ 
ces.” 

She found that the students 
whom sne met were interested in 
Canada, and were full of practical 
questions on the subject. But there 
was a great lack of knowledge of 
the Dominion and its status in the 
Commonwealth. A not uncommon 
question was “What would Britain 
do if United States took over Can¬ 
ada?” This always gave oppor¬ 
tunity to explain Canada’s inde¬ 
pendent status, her freedom of ac¬ 
tion, and her satisfaction, in her 
present connection as an import¬ 
ant member of the British Com¬ 
monwealth. 

While lack of knowledge of 
Canada’s resources and political 
setup may be found in United 
Slates, it is even more startling to 
find a similar lack of knowledge 
amongst Canadians. For example, 
said the speaker, a Gallup poll in 
1945 showed quite a percentage of 
Canadians who could not name the

Trime Minister of Canada, and 81 
per cent of the Canadians inter¬ 
viewed did not know anything 
about the Plains of Abraham or 
what happened there. Before feel¬ 
ing any surprise at lack of know¬ 
ledge of Canada which may be met 
in other countries, it would be a 
good plan to try to remedy the ig¬ 
norance amongst ourselves. 

Another impression which Mrs. 
McPherson gathered in her tour, 
both in Canada and United States, 
uas that there was a tendency to 
dwell too much on the past. In 
many areas there were still hang¬ 
overs of prejudice and feeling 
from the Civil War. the war of 
181-2, even the Revolutionary war 
i f 1776. This tendency to dwell on 
past events hampers progress. One 
should look forward rather than 
backward. 

For greater ability to meet 
v.-orld problems intelligently, the 
speaker suggested that more em¬ 
phasis be placed in all schools on 
history and current developments. 
Knowledge of the development of 
one’s own country is important, 
and so also is the knowledge of re¬ 
lations with other countries, and 
the progress of affairs in these 
countries. And above all the hvs 
tories should be accurate, standard 
works. She suggested that the 
Carnegie fund for furthering in¬ 
ternational understanding could 
go far in providing clarifying class 
room history. 

This Carnegie Foundation for 
International Peace has already 
spent large sums on Canadian- 
American history. A series of 25 
to 30 books have been written by 
outstanding historians in both 
countries, with the Carnegie foun¬ 
dation paying the bills. 

In conclusion she said: “If de¬ 
mocracy is to work in the world, 
s'udents must be instructed in in¬ 
ternational affairs. Teachers in 
schools should be better paid in 
order that outstanding teachers 
may be .retained in the profession. 
Otherwise society as a whole suf¬ 
fers great loss.” 

An article in a Christian Science 
Monitor of Aug. 10 issue written 
by Mrs. McPherson, describes the 
work of Rotary International in 
arranging lecture tours to promote 
international understanding. In 
the oast year the Rotary sent out 
speakers to address 2600 meeting 
in 30 Rotary districts of United 
States and Canada. These speak¬ 
ers (who included Mr. and Mrs, 
McPherson) as a rule addressed 
college or high school students in 
the afternoons and adult audiences 
in the evening. In many of the 
cities and towns the sponsoring 
Rotary Club brought together a 
number of other similar grouns ns 
one audience. F.vcn in some towns 
where there was no Rotary organi¬ 
zation, certain progressive groups 
communicated with Rotary secre¬ 
tariat in Chicago, and were suc¬ 
cessful in securing the Rotarv- 
sponsored sneaker s.
